Ours is almost a two-billion-dollar country now. 
Our great corporations have a capitalization run- 
ning up to a maximum of a billion and a half. 
Statistics on volume of trade; cost of government, 
constructive operations, magnitude of improve- 
ments and other things necessitate the use of long 
strings of figures that loo impressive but convey 
little to the mind.

After a formal exchange of courtesies 
Montpensier informed the savages that they were 
about to see with their own eyes how Europeans 
live and he then treated them to such a cinema- 
tcgraph exhibiton as may be seen on the boule- 
vards of Paris, comic scenes alternating with more 
instructive views. Before the natives could re- 
cover from their amazement phonographs played 
selections of operas sung by Muratore, the favor- 
ite Parisian tenor. 

The savages were delighted and demanded more 
songs, and, to show their gratitude, they in turn 
give a feast at which the whole tribe danced and 
sang.

HOW THE WORLD AND THE POST-DISPATCH CAME 


TO INVESTIGATE 


The Text 


Tuesday the Stanley Committee of the 

House of Representatives, which is in- 
vestigating the Steel Trust, made these state- 
ments regarding the conditions of the labor- 
ers in.the steel mills: 

“The. United States Steel Corporation has 
taken from the American people in 10 years 
at least $650,000,000 in excess of the liberal 
return on the value of the capital invested. 

“All the powers of capital and all the abil- 
ity and intelligence of the men who wield, and 
who serve, capital have been used to make 
slaves of these steel laborers; this does not 
refer merely to the way in which they have 
lived, but the worst part of it all is repres- 
sion. They live in a condition of repression; 
of slavery in the real sense of the word, 
which is alien to American conditions. 

6 ‘T HE Commissioner of Labor tells us 
that 60 per cent of the laborers in 
the steel industry are foreign 

born. A large percentage of them cannot read 
or write the English language. The conditions 
under which these people live are conditions 
under which no American should live. No 
self-respecting man would live under the con- 
dition of repression to which these men have 
been subjected, or under the conditions of 
work or hours of labor. 

“The Slavs, Roumanians, Syrians and Ar- 
menians may be willing to come to this coun- 
try and may not realize to what they are com- 
ing; but what they are doing is to create con- 
ditions which are un-American, undemocrat- 
ic and a condition of feudalism. I do not be- 
lieve you will find this side of Russia such 
conditions as are general in the steel indus-

IONEERS in the steel districts tell you that 
the early Irish immigrants lived In worse

“When I worked in the mills years ago,” sald\ 
who has become wealthy as a steamship 


agent, “we had to do the drudgery by hand. It, 
was not uncommon to handle a 700-pound ingot 
in a wheelbarrow. Now a crane lifts i 
bigger than your dinner pail.” 

This man's explanation of congested and unsan- 
itary living is the one most commonly given in 
the stee] towns. 

“The people coming now from Southeastern Eu- 
rope,” he said, ‘are here for one purpose—to make 
and save money and return with it to their homes. 
They do not come to America at first with the 
idea of becoming citizens. They live in @ way 
they would not tolerate even at home—that is 
many, not all of them—simply to save money. 
They go back to the old country, but finding their 
lives have changed, return here again. After a 
few trips many of them settle here.” 

Mr. Schwab subscribes to this explanation of 
the mode of life in School Alley. He lives him- 
self in South Bethlehem “on.the hill” in e@ big 
house surrounded by an acre or two of lawn and 
shade trees. , 

“The men working 12 hours a day seven days 
a week,” said Mr. Schwab, “are doing the cheap- 
est and also the easiest work. Even when they 
are on duty 12 hours they have frequent intervals 
of rest, such as while waiting for metal to get 
hot. They are not the hardest worked by any 
means. | 


“We have offered our men the six-day week, 
but it does not appeal to them, because they want 
the extra day's pay and are willing to work seven 
days to get it. They live as they do in order te 
gave money to go home. Of course, if we could 
give them seven days’ pay for six days’ work they 
would take it gladly. But everybody appreéiates 
that one company cannot 0 this unless all do it.”

Blake Believes Autoists, Doctors 
and the Like Are Careless 
When Protected. 








WILL REVOKE LICENSES 





Expects Supreme Court to Up- 
hold Him on the Broad 
Ground of Public Policy. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—On the 


theory that the druggist in compounding 
prescriptions, the physician in treating 
his patients or a surgeon in performing 


operations becomes less careful in his 
work if insured against liability for ac- 
cidents or malpractice, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Blake issued his 
order prohibiting such insurance. He 
thinks it can be prohibited on the broad 
ground of public policy. 

The order also applies to automobile 
owners and drivers. Men who are tn- 
sured against liability in case they run 
down a pedestriam are less careful than 
men without this sort of insurance, 
Blake believes. 

The Supreme Court, he says, never has 
ruled directly on the proposttion, but he 
thinks if his ordet is resisted and he 
should revoke a license for its viola- 
tion, the court would sustain him. He 
advocates a law expressly prolfibiting 
this class of insurance, but in the ab- 
sence of such law he will seek to make 
his order effective, ‘on the ground of 
public policy. 


Proposes ache License. 
His order probably will result in liti- 


gation, for there is much of such insur- 
ance written. Blake proposes to revoke 


the license of any company attempting 


to write policies of this kind, and the 
company then may seek redress in the 
Supreme Court. 


“Many physicians and surgeons carry 


insurance to protect themselves against 
their own carelessness and stupidity in 
the administering of drugs and in per- 
forming operations,’’ said Blake. ie 
am satisfied that when a doctor carries 
such insurance he becomes less care- 
ful in his work. The best physicians 
and surgeons do not as a rule carry 
such insurance, for they have too much 
confidence in their own skill and ability. 

“I venture the assertion that if a pa- 
tient knows his physician has an in- 
surance policy protecting him against 
HMability for his own acts of neglect the 
patient will select a physician who car- 
ries no insurance of this kind. 

“The same reasons may be advanced 
why druggists and dentists should not 
be permitted to insure against their 
own negligence. 

Autos Often Destructive. 

“Automobiles are engines of destruc- 
tion when operated by joy riders and 


drunken chauffeurs, or when the great- 


est care is not exercised in handling 
them in crowded streets. Scores of per- 
sons are killed or maimed annually. 
Many of the drivers and owners carry 
insurance which protects them against 
liability for such accidents. Thesa poli- 
cies do not require the driver of the car 
to exercise a-high degree of care, and 


even if the driver was grossly careless 


the responsibility for his almost crim- 
inal act would fall not upon him, but 
upon the insurance company.” 

Blake will issue licenses to no new 


companies seeking to write Ilability in- 
surance of this kind.

Victim of Fall Between Cars

Trapped in the Eads bridge tunnel ap- 
proach at Second street, with a locomo- 
tive bearing down upon him from the 
east and a wounded negro behind him 
piteously begging him not to abandon 
him to almost certain death, Charles L. 
Klein, Company 
saved himself last night by waving a 


a fireman of No. 2 


lantern. He was too confused to know 


which way to turn and simply stood still, 


swinging the lantern in front of him. 

When the train was within about 50 
feet of him the engineer saw _ him, 
threw on the brakes and shut the throt- 
tle. The locometive came to a standstill 
just in time, 

A short time before that J. T. Rob- 
erts, 550 West street, Louisville, Ky., 
negro porter, had made a.misstep and 
fallen between two coaches of a South- 
ern train. Both his legs were cut off 
beiow the knees. He dragged himself 
out into the middle of the tunnel be- 
tween the two tracks and began to 
shout. 

Watchman Hears Cries. 

The tunnel here runs above Second 
Street. I’rank McPague, a watchman, 
heard the man’s cries and ran to the 
fire station at 508 North Third street for 
help. Klein went with him. By putting 
a ladder up through a manhole, Klein 
was able to climb from Second street 
into the tunnel. : 

The negro was almost unconscious and 
Klein could not be certain from what 
part of the tunnel his moans were com- 
ing. He stumbled around in the cavern 
until he, too, had lost his bearings. 

Then a passenger train. rolled 
across the bridge into the tunnel. As 
its headlight streamed through the 
passage, the negro caught sight of 
his rescuer and began shouting di- 
rections to him. 

Confused by Light. 
“Turn to the right! Turn to the 


right!” he cried. 
His cries and the glare of the 
headlight confused the § fireman. 


Then the negro began to beg him to 
stop the train.

WING the fact that all 

scenery of ‘‘Hansel and 
“The Secret of. Suzanne,’ 
bill of Saturday's mafinee, 
removed from the Odeon 
that for “Tristan and 
Isolde’’ could be brought in, the Wag- 
ner opera did not begin until nearly 9 
o'clock last night, although 7:45 was the 
announced time for the overture’s open- 
ing. 

Conductor Cleofonte Campanini bowed 
and bowed again and waved his hands 
ppologetically and shrugged his shoul- 
dera entreating sympathy when, finally, 
he made his appearance before the 
hig and somewhat impatient audience. 
Then, baton In hand, he gave the sig- 
nal for the sounding of the first tIn- 
strumental notes of the night’s opera. 

It seemed for a time that spell of 
iil luck had been woven for the mar- 
ring of the performance, its first hint 
being the delayed beginning. 

At that great spectacular moment 
when, on board the: ship that bears 
Tristan and Isolde to Corn /all for the 
latteér’s marriage to King Mark, uncle 
of Tristan, the canopy shielding Tsolde 
on the vessel's deck must needs rell 
back and reveal Tristan at the tiller, 
the stubborn thing worked only half 
Way, reluctant to give more than a 
glimpse of Tristan’s lower limbs. 

The Curtain Sticks.

Wagners exceedingly human, very 
stormy and sincerely majestic music- 
drama of tragic love was so impres- 
sively presented by the Metropclitan- 
Philadelphia-Chicago Opera Company as 
to make the occasion exceptionally 
memorable. 

In all the requisites of principals, or- 
chestra, chorus and scenic equipment 
the production was satisfying far out of 
the ordinary. Properly, therefore, in 
despite of the bitter blizzard weather. 
it attracted a brilliantly representative 
audience that tested the Odeon to its 
fullest capacity. 

The two inevitably, and, in this case. 
justly, distinguished figures of the night 
were those of Charles Dalmores ard 
Olive Fremstad as the title-role stars. 

The salient feature of the perform- 
ance was their overwhelming {foint tri- 
umph. Each competed with the other 
for first honors. Yet both finely and 
effectively combined in their endeavor 
for the fullest success of the work in 
its completed aspect. 

Cast Carefully Chosen. 

Admirably reinforcing their achieve- 
ment was that of the carefully chosen 
cast in support, the most notable mem- 
bers of which were Jeanne Gerville- 
Reache as Brangaene, Clarence White- 


hill as Kurwenal, Henri Scott as King 


Mark, and Armand Crabbe as Melot. 
The proven value of these artists as 
factors in the evening's triumph may 
not fairly be minimized even under th: 
tremendous dominance of Fremstad and 
Dalmores. 

And, as.must needs be the case in 
any thoroughly worthy presentation of 
this greatest of Wagner's tone-stories. 
the big and competent orchestra unde: 
Cleofonte Campanini's conductorship so 
capably acquitted itself to shave 
evéniy with the singers in a division of 
the night's honors, 

Nevertheless, when due credit is given 
to @ll, the two supreme figures of Frem- 
atad as Isolde and Dalmores Tris- 
tan justiy claim and hold pre-eminence 
in Wagner's melodic picturing of their 
immortal love. 

Theirs is a station of the most gen- 
uine tragic majesty. Their stature is 
almost that of the Wagnerian gods 
themselves, the gods of the ancient Ger- 
man mythology with whom Wagner has 
so largely peopled the operatic stage. 

In one respect, indeed, in the element 
of their human lifclikeness, Tristan, the 
Cornish knight, and Isolde. the Irish 
princess, are of a stature even higher. 
One feels the flesh-and-blood quality of 
thelr piteous romance. A human svm- 
pathy is created such as cannot be felt 
for the myth-gods who were above hu- 
manity. 

Story Splendidiy FEmphbasized. 
Fremstad and Daimores’ splendidly 

emphasize this truth of the human 
story.

The bullet is a small one, apparently 
that of 22-caliber. No effort will be 
made to remove it. The left side of 
Wurzburger’s face and the right side 
of his body are paralyzed. 

A special nurse is with the wounded 
man all the time, while some member of 
his family is there as much as possible, 
to be present if he regains consciousness 
long enough to tell about the murderous 
assault upon him. 

Since. he was found in the basement 
under theepawnshop, he has spoken but 
tvo rational sentences.

And still a little 
later there was Jeffries, the grizzly 
giant of the ring, the man who 
couldn't feel a blow, who had never 
been staggered, and who could hit 
harder than a trip-hammer. We like- 
ened Jeffries to the ancient cave 
men, and thought of him as a “throw 
beck,” a man unlike anything else 
that was modern. It was impossible 
to believe that anything could put 
Jeff down. 

Quite a little of the respect that 

we felt for Jeffries was transferred 
to Jack Johnson after Reno, and 
that {gs natural. 
But as a matter of fact Johnson 
is no more invulnerable than any of 
the other champions who preceded 
him. His time will come as surely as 
he goes on fighting, Johnson is no 
spring chicken even now, and he 
can’t last many years more, under the 
best of condittons. Johnson was born 
March $81, 1878, so he is now nearly 
34 years old.

Committee Will Codify Rules. 


A committee was named to codify the new 
rules and instructed to have them ready as 
soon as possible in order that they might 
be circulated and studied before the practice 
season begins. This committee includes Wal- 
ter Camp of Yale, Percy Haughton of Har- 
vard and William Morris of Pennsylvania. It 
was said the changes adopted were the work 
of no one individual, but after the two days’ 
discussion they were drawn up as a whole 
and adopted unanimously. 


The principal improvement expected of the 
new rules is equalization of the rules of at- 
tacking and defensive teams. It has .long 
been contended that the defense was too 
powerful, especially when close to its goal 
line. The allowing of a touchdown on a for- 
ward pass across the goal line is expected 
greatly to relieve thisécoondition. The addition 
of a point to the value of a touchdown is 
intended to make the comparative values of 
the touchdown and the goal from the field, 
substantially what they were before the re- 
cent high development of the latter play.

That’s because a manager refuses to let go 
of a talented performer. There are not 
enough first-class baseball players to. supply 
the two big leagues and because of the 
scarcity of good talent little shifting is done. 

In recent years the few big trades have 
usually resulted because ballplayers became 
dissatisfied with their berths. A disgruntled 
plawer is the worst thing possible on a ball 
club and a manager is wise if he ships him 
to other parts.

AUTO LICENSE LAW 
HAS TWO AMENDMENTS 


At the request of the St. Louis Aute- 
mobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ As- 
sociation, Councilman John S. Leahy 
has made an amendment to the new city 
automobile license ordinance of impor- 
tance. 

This amendment will permit dealers 
and manufacturers to purchase a deal- 
er’s license certificate for $16, which 
will entitle the dealer to one original 
and four duplicate license plates, exact- 
ly as required by the State law. 

This amendment was to have been 
made by Delegate Eugene Hale, before 
the bill got to the Council, but it was 
neglected, so that the bill, as amended, 
must now go back to the House of 
Delegates for concurrence and then be 
signed by the Mayor. 

The new city ordinance will be ef- 
fective on Jan. 2 of each year. The 
State’s automobile fiscal year ends with 
Jan. 31. 

Another amendment, also made by 
Mr. Leahy and the legislative commit- 
eliminates the provision requiring 
that the value of the license in money 
be shown on the three-inch license 
The impossibility of having the 
plates made with this provision com- 
plied with was apparent to the City 
Register when pointed out by the Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ 
Association and the amendment was 
made at his request.

BUILDING: ROADS 


Urgent Solicitation of Officers of 
American Automobile Assn. 
Promises Favorable Leg- 
islation Thereon. 








Sentiment in Congress in favor of the 
Lincoln Memorial highway is making 
substantial progress, according to the 
latest reports received by the American 
automobile Association Good Roads 
Board. “Some recent confusing statis- 
tics by those interested in giving archi- 
tectural recognition to the martyr Pres- 
ident have had the distinctly contrary 
effect to that intended, for it only re- 
quired slight effort on the part of roads 
enthusiasts to confute the exaggeinred 
cost of construction and maintenance ol 
a first-class highway,’ comments Chalir- 
man George C. Piehl, who presided at 
the recent Federal aid convention of 
the A. A. A. held in Washington. 

Congressman Lafean of Pennsylvania, 
in explaining some opposition to the 
highway proposition, says: “Many 
members advance the argument that the 
construction of this memorial way 
would establish a bad precedent; that it 
would be the entering wedge for the 
establishment of a fixed policy of grant- 
ing Federal appropriations for the con- 
struction of public highways.” 

Congressman McCoy of New Jersey 
takes this view of the matter and adds: 
“T am opposed to the expenditure by the 
Federal Government of money for the 
improvement of roads.””’ Congressman 
Underhill of New York dissents in this 
concise manner: ‘“‘The Government has 
liberally aided the building of railroads 
and is engaged in assisting commerce 
by liberal expenses at the seashore and 
by deepening waterways in the interior. 
I hope that-a system of Federal aid will 
be worked out in such a manner that 
it can receive the support of Congress. 
My opinion is that it should start with 


on the wisdom of such investments will 
be evident to the people generally.” 

Congressman William Kent of Cali- 
fornia expresses his belief in Federal 
aid in roads building in these words: ‘‘I 
@m thoroughly convinced that the na- 
tional Government should initiate a plan 
on a national scale, providing a few 
great highways, partly for the utility 
of those highways and partly as an ex- 
ample of what can be done to cheapen 
rural transportation through the use of 
motor trucks that will not be liable to 
Lreak bulk on freight hauls.” 

Congressman Fields of Kentucky says: 
“I believe that the Federal Government 
can in no other way appropriate money 
that would result in as much good to 
the public generally.” 

Congressman McGillicuddy of Maine 
writes: ‘I realize fully the great and 
far-reaching necessity and importance 
of good roads, and the equal importance 
and necessity of Federal aid.’’ 
Congressman Curley of Massachusetts 
has no hesitation in putting himself on 
record as being in favor of the memo- 
rial to Lincoln in the form of a high- 
way. ef 
Senator Newlands of Nevada expresses 
‘this national sentiment: “I have long 
favored a policy of internal improvement 
which would cover the co-operation of 
the nation with the states in the full 
development of our rivers and of our 
roads as part of the machinery of inter- 
state and State transportation. 

Senator Bourne of Oregon is avow- 
edly in favor of Federal aid in roads 
construction, and his Senate companion, 
Senator Chamberlain, comments that: 
“There is no more reason why the Gov- 
ernment of the United States should not 
assist in the building of public high- 
ways than there is to prevent the Gov- 
ernment from making appropriations for 
the improvement of the rivers and har- 
bors of the country.” 

In following out the 
upon reasonable lines, the A. A. A. 
lederal aid efforts is accepting the con- 
sensus of opinion of those members of 
Congress who have given the subject a 
vast amount of thought.

Directors Owed Notes. 

The former officers, against whom the 
allegations are made, are ex-Mayor| 
Silas Cook of East St. Louis, Judge C. 
B. Thomas, E. M. Clark, H. H. Fergu- 
son, W. S. Gardner and W. G. Bray, 
directors of the trust company until last 
October. The answer recites that the 
trust company was the owner of notes 
aggregating $47,000, signed by these di- 
rectors and A. K. Whitelaw. As se- 
curity they had deposited with the com- 
pany a note for $8000 of Eugene Kline- 
felter, one for $10,000 of Walter S. Belt 
Jr. and 347 shares of Federal Trust 
stock. 

The allegation is made that these di- 
rectors, composing a majority of the 
board, conspired to obtain the $47,000 in 
notes and collateral, and that Oct. 19, 
1911, in pursuance of the conspiracy, ar- 
ranged that the trust company should 
purchase from H. O. Howard the Hot, 
Wells bonds in exchange for the $47,000]. 
of notes and collateral. On that date 
the six directors resigned and caused to 
be elected in their places, according to 
the answer, W. F. Churchman, J. M. 
Sims and others, who thereupon elected 
Churchman, Sims and Dexter S. Crosby 
as the Executive Committee. Church- 
man was also chosen president and 
Sims secretary. 

Deai Is Authorized. 

On the same day the. Executive Com- 
mittee, it is alleged by the trust com- 
pany, adopted a _ resolution that the 
company purchase the Hot Wells bonds 
and authorized Churchman and Sims to 
consummate the deal. After the deal 
had been put through, other stockhold- 
ers threatened to bring suit for a re- 
ceiver against the trust company, the 
answer avers, unless the deal was re- 
scinded. This threat is alleged to have 
resulted in a larger part of the notes 
and collateral being ;feturned to the 
and collateral being réturned to the com- 
pany and the resignation of Churchman 
and Sims as officers. \ Churchman was 
succeeded by Murray Phillips Jr. and 
Joseph S. Turley became secretary. 
Cook, Thomas, Clark, Gardner, 
Ferguson and Bray failed to pay 
their notes and Jan. 10 last President 
Phillips sold the Klinefelter and Belt 
notes and 274 shares of the Federal 
Trust stock deposited as security at 
the court house for $8500.

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\& DAM’'S exclamation, “This 
is now vf my 
bones,” which has been 
received as typical of a 
perfect union between 
man and wife, has now 
been realized literally in 
St. Louis. Inside the leg 
of Frederick Butenhoff 
has been grafted a 
sliver of bone chiseled 
from the leg of his wife, 
and the surgeons whu con- 
ducted the extraordinary 

operation assert that an X-ray picture to be taken 
soon will show that the fragment of Mrs. Buten- 
hoff's skeleton is as completely incorporated in 
her husband’s frame as if it had grown there from 
the beginning. 

Bone grafting, an operation but recently im- 
agined practicable, and first attempted by Dr. 
John Murphy, the famous Chicago surgeon, has 
been performed by the chief surgeon of Rebekah 
Hospital for the first time in St. Louis, and among 
the first half-dozen times in the history of sur- 
xery. Unless unforeseen complications result, 
both husband and wife will be able to walk 
about within the next eight weeks w:.h erfectly 
g00d legs. 

Bone grafting, surgeons say, is destined to pre- 
vent the crippled cundition resulting from the im- 
perfect union of broken bones, and wi. greatly 
lessen the number of the world’s cripples. 

Butenhoff was injured Nov. 18 last. An auto- 
mobile on the Clayton road struck him, hurled 
him a distance of several feet and then passed 
over his lk. ft leg, breaking the bones of the lower 
leg a few inches above the ankle. One broke 
straight across, the other diagonally. The first 
healed in a plaster cast. The latter, the tibia, 
failed to unite, although it was wired and the 
usual precautions known to surgery were taken. 

On Jan. 6, 49 days after the fracture, X-ray 
photographs showed that not anly had no union 
taken pleve. ‘mt the two brc&a3n ea*s were no- 
ticeably separated. The periosteum, the thick 
fibrous membrance covering the bone, had not 
joined. 

Amputation and the substitution of an artificial 
foot and leg was then advised by the surgeons, 
unless the patient was willing to submit to the 
newly discovered grafting experiment and some- 
one could be found who would consent to give a 
part of his leg bone for the substitution. 

Another idea of the surgeons was to cut a 
piece of bone from Butenhoff’s other leg and splice 
the broken member therewith. This, of course, 
would necessitate a serious wound in his right 
leg. When Mrs. Butenhoff heard of this propo- 
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. sition, she immediately made stre1 ucus objection. 
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to save the lives of their wives, and to whom 38:.ijn 
grafting wag an old story, stared at the injured 
man’s wife with an expression of incredulity. This 
suggestion was something altogetner new to him. 

“What do vou mean?” he inquired, at length. 

“Just this,” said Mrs.- Butenhoff; “I love Fred 
dearer than my life. Withou him life is noth- 
ing to me. I waht to see him restored to perfect 
health. I don’t want to see him going around 
limping on one leg, and I certainly can’t think of 
having him lame in both legs for :ife. The opera- 
tion you suggest might turn out just that way. 
I] won't have it!” 

“Then—what?” the surgeon asked. 

“Take the necessary bone from my own left 
leg—that’s what. I'm perfectly. healthy, and 
Kred and I are of the same age.” 

“Are you willing to risk it?” 

“I'm willing to risk anything rather than have 
my husband a helpless cripple,” said the brave 
wife. “I insist upon this. You must cut the 
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bone from zy leg to repair Fred’s. I’m ready.” 

It was a thing apsslutely without precedent—a 
sacrifice never yet recoraea ‘" the annals of 
surgery. Here was a young woman oi 32, strong, 
robust, physically perfect, full of hope for a long 
and healthful life, willing to risk being made 
permanently lame in one leg so tha: her husband 
might not take the risk of being permanently pre- 
vented from walking. It ws possible, she knew 
quite| well, that her left leg might be rendered 
laine; but if by sacrificing to this extcnt she could 
prevent the surgeons fiom laming the riznt leg 
of her husband, she was willing, even eazer, to 
undergo tne painful and serious operation. 

Even if the operation cf bone zrafting were 
unsuctessful, and if her own leg did not heal 
properly so that she could walk as usual, by giving 
“bone of her bone” she could prevent her hus- 
band from being a complete cripple. Both might 











These bone chips are kept by surgical dealers. 
They are not necessarily of human bones, but 
often taken from anima!s. Blood clots form about 
them and the whole gradually becomes a gela- 
tinous mass. The periosteum creeps over the 
wound and the cells of its under tissues furnish 
the substance that transforms this mass into 
real bone, uniting with the remainder of the tibia. 


The process is much like that which takes 
place in the petrification of trees or in the bones 
of a growing child. With a human being nature 
has a rapid way of replacing substances. which 
are partially destroyed, and in her haste she is 
cften liable to overdo things. 

With Mrs. Butenhoff the surgeons have no fear 
that nature will not replace the bone, but a ridge 
over the wound, due to a superabundance of 
bone tissue, may be left.

So Mrs. Butenhoff kissed her children and 
took her place upon the operating table. The per- 
fectly weili woman took the aaestnetic and sub- 
mitted to the operation Jan. 6. 

The surgeons first chiseled a piece of bone 4', 
iuches long and as thick and wide as one-fourth 
the circumference of the broken bone, from Bu- 
tenhoff’s leg, 24% inches below and 2% inches 


above the break. They then laid bare the bone of

eled out a piece of bone 41% inches long that 
would exactly fit the groove made in her hus- 
band’s leg.

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iy different pecause of the break and the failure 
of the thick tissue that covers his bone to unite. 
The new tissue covering the bone of his wife 
must join his own tissue. If the two heal to- 
gether the operation will be successful. The celis 
of the tissue contain the life-giving properties 
to the bene. Once healed, the periosteum will 
go about its business of making new bone to 
connect the break and take the of the 
wife's bone. 

This process does not take long. In six or 
eight weeks an X-ray photograph should show a 
united new bone. The operation was entirely suc- 
cessful and there is now every indication of pro- 
per healing. 

The operation is one of the many that have 
been made possible by the use of the X-ray. The 
same principle is involved as in skin grafting. 
The operation once thoroughly understood and

The 
families kept the secret quiet for two weeks. Mrs. 
Hoyt persisted in the fiction that her daughter's 
grief over the death of her father had caused her 
to be committed to a sanitarium. 

It is now known that Mrs. Hichborn had writ- 
ten to her mother and husband declaring she had 
eloped with Wylie and that she was happy for 
the first time in her life, and that. she would 
never return. 

Mrs. Hoyt hastened to Europe and met the 
couple in Paris. She thought she had ended the 
scandal when she _ persuaded Mrs. Hichborn to 
leave Wylie. She did not know that her daugh- 
ter had already arranged a separation in order to 
put Wylie’s love to the “acid test.” Mrs. Hoyt’s 
hopes of hushing the sensation were ruined by the 
second elopement and by Hichborn’s suit for 
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divorce. 2 

The society sensation of New York last year was 
the marriage\of Col. John Jacob Astor, 47 years 
old, to Miss Madeline Talmadge Force, 18 years 
of age. The effect was heightened by the refusal 
of several Episcopa] clergymen to perform the 
ceremony, although tempted with tue promise of 
a fee of $1000. 

In March, 1910, Col. Astor was divorced by Mrs. 
Ava Willing. Astor on the ground of infidelity. 
The New York courts ordered that he should not 
remarry during the lifetime of his former wife. 
Col. Astor celebrated the divorce by giving a ball 
at his home to 150 guests, which cost $25,000. It 
was said that his wife received lump alimony 
of $10,000,000. 

The following summer, Col. Astor for the first 
time met the beautiful young daughter of Mrs. 
William H. Force, wife of a New York shipping 
magnate. Mrs. Force, who is socially ambittous, 
had taken her daughter to Bar Harbor each sea- 
son, where she met wealthy and eligible young 
men. 

At the first meeting the multimillionaire, whose 
son was older than Miss Force, seemed captivated 
by her youthful charms. They were frequently 
seen together, and during the winter Mrs. Force

and her daughter were often guests in the Astor 
box at the Metropolitan Opera House—the box in 
which Col. Astor’s mother, Mrs. William Astor, 
had held court and with a nod of her head ad- 
mitted new members to the envied ranks of New 
York’s Four Hundred. The engagement was an- 
nounced in August, 1911. 

The announcement precipitated a sensation, and 
for a time divided Manhattan society. The Force 
family, although wealthy, was not recognized so- 
cially as helonging to tne elite. Col.- Astor had 
been forbidden by the New York courts to re. 
marry during his former wife’s lifetime. Many 
clergymen, led -by the Rev. George Chalmers 
Richmond of Philadelphia, denouyced the proposed

“Here is a man whose rcputation is such that— 
well, let us pass over his reputation. The fact 
ix that he has been culy adjudged guilty of mis- 
conduct in a court of law. Surely the girl's 
parents know that Col. Astor, under the laws of 
New York, has been forbidden to remarry. They 
are not only aware of it, but must at present be 
discussing where and when to evade the law.” 

Nevertheless, the marnage occurred at Newport, 
R. I., on Sept. 9 last, and was performed by a Con- 
gregational minister. As a wedding gift, Col. As- 
tor gave his bride $5,000,000 outright. His fortune 
is estimated at more than $100,000,000.

by Ezra Meeker, who is 
in his eighty-first year, 
and who traversed the 
2000-mile highway with 
his prairie schooner 

and ox-team nearly 60 years ago. 

Meeker, whose tall and stalwart frame, clear 
blue eyes and undimmed intelligence in his ad- 
vanced age show the stuff of which the pioneer 
winners of the West were made, has just reached 
St. Louis, the eastern terminus of the famous 
roadway. His arrival here marks the completion 
of hia labor of love, the results of which he will 
lay before Congress in support of a pending Dill 
to appropriate $50,000 for monuments to perpetu- 
ate the route of the American empire builders of 
six decades ago. 

Although his hair and beard are snowy white, 
Meeker still possesses unextinguis!.ed the fire 
of the pathfinder. For the second time he has 
made the trip from his faraway home at Puyal- 
lup, near Tacoma, Wash., to St. Louis, with an 
ox team and wagon as his means of transporta- 
tion. On this trip he camped at night in a tent, 
as he did in 1852.

But to Meeker it seemed a tragedy that this 
highway, a memorial of American enterprise, 
should perish from the memorv of man, and that 
the 20,000 graves along its course, including the 
unmarked grave of his own mcther, should re- 
main uncommemorated. The trail represented to 
him one of the mysterious impulsions of destiny, 
such as sent the Aryan migrations from Asia into 
Surope in prehistoric days, propelled the fliht cf 
the Tartars from Russia into the Chinese Empire, 
and prompted the vast invasions of Germans into 
the Roman Empire. It meant to him that Ameri- 
can home builders, provided with farming imple- 
ments, wrested the now great states of Washing- 
ton and Oregon from the dominion of Englard. 

So, six years ago, he started from his home to 
retrace the “lost trail.” He found that, in its 
entire course, only cne stretch of 400 miles re- 
mained indelibly marked. This segment extends 
from Independence Rock, in Wyoming, across the 
famous South Pass of the Rockies to Bear River, 
in Idaho, and survives because civilization has 
not yet set its obliterating tread upon the moun- 
tainous :egion. 

Through the South Pass the trail is in some 
places 200 feet wide, and is war-ed by the ruts 
of wagon wheels cut a foot deep in the everlast- 
ing rock. On the plateau the bec of trampling 
feet cut a broad ravine 15 feet deep into the soil 
Attila boasted that where his horse set foot grass 
would never grow. Along this part of the trail 
vegetation has never revived from the scourge 
that passed over it. A broad, sunken pathway 
of brown and stunted grass, contrasting vividly 
with the dull green of the buffalo grass on either 
side, stretches visibly for miles to the horizon. 

Meeker relied in part upon his memory, the 
child of the frontiersman’s attentive eye, to re- 
cover the trail. This crossing was remembered 
because it was here that Pawnee Indians, seizing 
a bridge, demanded tolls and had to be driven off 
by a display of firearms. dt was on this spot that 
cholera swept away 40 out of $1 members of one 
party in one day and two nights. It was at this 
point that Meeker turned his prairie schooner 
into a real boat by calking its seams, and trans- 
ported his wife and baby across a ferryless river.

A man who murdered another was tried by a 
council of 12 men, who carefully dispensed jus- 
tice with an even hand. First a collection was 
made to hire a driver to conduct the murderer’ 
wife and children to their destination and to sup- 
ply their wants. Then the offender was hanged 
from wagon poles raised into the ai: 
sides of a triangle. Robbers were flogged with ox 
lashes.

Mrs Charles E. Still, whose husband is ap Os- 
teopathic physician and a professor in the Amer- 
ican School of Osteopathy, a son of Dr. A. T. 
Still, father of the osteopathic treatment system, 
served a meal of barley soup, chicken salad, es- 
calloped potatoes, cottage cheese, chicken patties, 
ginger bread and coffee. The total cost for the 
materials was $2.92. Mrs. Still’s chicken cost 75 
cents and she used 4¢ cents’ worth of cream and 
32 cents’ worth of milk. The barley for the 
soup served to the 40 members cost 3 cents. 

Mrs. John W. Kennedy went to the limit, $5, 
in preparing her offering. She served tomato 
bouillon with crackers, baked eggs with ground 
meat, salad of peanuts and gelatine, fried bana- 
nas, raisin bread sandwiches, “food for gods” 
and coffee. 

Thus far Mrs. S. Jonas has taken the palm for 
serving a palatable luncheon at the lowest cost.

Most of us, either from the 
lifficulty of securing competent help or from the 
necessity of keeping down expenses, are doing 
our own kousework. 

By the regular Tuesday afternoon luncheons 
we serve among ourselves we hope to establish 
the fact that it is possible to prepare palatable 
ind plentiful meals at a cost much less than 
the ordinary. If a woman is to be her own maid 
the must study to reduce wousekeeping to a 
cience, particularly the cost of cooking and the 
materials to be cooked. The fireless cooker is 
coming into general use among our members. 
By its use the cost of cooking cereals and meats 
is comparatively nothing so far as fuel goes. 

The average girl marries a poor mar so far as 
his worldly possessions go. Traditional house- 
keeping is no longer adequate. It is not enough 
to know that certain palatable dishes were pre- 
pared and appeared upon your mother’s table 
ind perhaps your grandmother’s. It would be 
to those fine old housekeepers of a 
ceneration or so ago to expect their methods to 
meet entirely the demands of present day living, 
for an abundance existed in that day that is fast 
rassing away in ours, and will not be known to 
future generations.
